My reslgnation
awill be In the hands of Mayor Strong in
a few days., Concerning the testimony
given hy Mr. Byrnes bhefore the Lexow
committee T have this to =ay: As presi-
dent of this department 1 don't wish to
enter Into o controversy with the supser-
totendent or anyone elze, But 1 em-
phatlcally deny that the board or 1
personally have ever done anythlng to
fnterfere with the superintendent in
tha proper discharge of his duties.”

The one tople of discusslon around
pollce headguarters today and In pollee
olrcles gepnerally was Superintendent
Hyrne's actlon In placing his appllea-
tlon for retirement from the foree in the
hands of Mayor-elect Strong. In pollee
cireles the unlversal bmpression Is that
Mr. Byrnes will be at the head of the
me-organized police force

The guestion has been raised as to
whether or not the police board would
retire AMr, Byrnes In the pvent that
AMayor-aloct Strong should Jdecide to
Torward his application to the commis-
gloners, The board bag refused to re-
tlre  ablebodied offleers, Under the
twenty-year low Mr, Byrues is entitled
o a pension of 33,000 per annum.
